Baldwin had talked extendedly on 
the same subject, as-a spokesman for 
the government, pleading with Ger- 
many to come out of her isolation and 
by.resuming direct consultations with 
the statesmen of Europe avert sus- 
picions that otherwise would exist and 
would continue to grow. 

Sir John said Baldwin had felt his 
etatement regarding German rearma- 
ment should be made “only after Ger- 
many had been informed what we 
were about to do.” 

“At the. same time,” he said, “we 
ave similar information to France, 
taly and the United States. One rea- 
son why we did this was that this is 
not an Anglo-German problem. It is 
a European problem—a world prob- 


Suspicion Cleared Away. 
“Undoubtedly we have helped clear 
away a great deal of suspicion. These 
communications constitute a new de- 


velopment and may create a new situ-| 


ation. 

“This country has taken the initia- 
tive in communicating directly with 
Germany. We proclaim everywhere 
that this is a world problem and the 
solution of a world problem depends 
upon agreement. If we can get an 
agreement that we should like, it 
would be an agreed disarmament at a 
low level. But if we cannot get an 
attainable ideal we must seek to se- 
cure agreement at the lowest level at 
which it can be attained.” 

Churchill had declared that the 
great new fact riveting the attention 
of every country in Europe was that 
“Germany is rearming.” He _ said 
Germanys army was powerful and 
well equipped with an armed and 
trained reserve of men, that her ar- 
tillery was excellent and that Ger 
many's munitions factories were work- 
ing close to war conditions. 

“Germany.” said the conservative 
leader, “is rearming on land and she 
is rearming also at sea—but what 
concerns us most of all is the re- 
armament of Germany in the air.” 

Churchill called for a decision to 
maintain at all costs during the next 
decade an air force substantially 
stronger than that of Germany. 

“It should be considered a high 
crime against the state,” he said, “if 
the British air force were allowed to 
fall substantially, even for a month, 
below the potential force of Ger- 
many. ...

Vote on Presiding Elders. 

A big item in the conference pro- 
gram this week will be the discus- 
sion and vote on the constitutional 
question pertaining to the continued 
tenure in office of presiding elders. 
In 1918, when the general conference 
met in Atlanta, the law was enacted 
that permits unlimited pastorates for 
pastors, but a four-year limit was 
placed on. presiding elders on any 
given district. Under that law, a pre- 
siding elder might be transferred 
from one district to another and con- 
tinued as presiding officer. | 

The proposal now is to allow men 
to serve as presiding elders not more 
than four years consecutively, then 
to be assigned other work for at 
least four years before being eligible 
for the presiding eldership again. The 
judicial council ruled that the annual 
conferences should vote on the mat- 
ter, as it is a constitutional amend- 
ment, requiring a three-fourths vote 
of the conferences for passage. 

The latest announced standing of 
the vote was made November 8, 
when 5,421 votes had been cast, with 
4,098 for the amendment and 1,323 
against it. thus showing the narrow 
oape 321-4 votes in favor of 
the am@hdm@ent. Since November 8, 
10 other conferences have voted, but 
no announcement yet made. Two 
weeks, ago the South Georgia confer- 
ence voted almost solidly in favor of 
the amendment, and it is expected 
that this conference will vote almost 
as strongly in favor of it. After this 
conference there are yet five others 
to vote. The Cuban conference will 
not vote till next April.

J. Sears, president; Dr. E. F. Demp- 
sey, vice president, and Dr. W. T. 
Hunnicutt, secretary-treasurer, were 
unanimously re-elected. 

In formally opening the conference 
Bishop Ainsworth made a talk per- 
taining to the conditions of church 
work throughout the state, and the 
moral conditions throughout the land. 
The bishop is eager that the church 
should enter into a revival of vigorous 
spirituality within itself, and lformu- 
late a definite program of campaign 
against moral degeneracy and lawless- 
ness. The bishop is especially vigor- 
ous in his appeal that the church 
people should wage a militant battle 
against the revocation of the state 
prohibitin law, and the gradual en- 
eroachments of evil forces upon the 
fundamentals of an abiding civiliza- 


tion. 
Committees Named. 


Following the bishop’s address, the 
conference was formally organized, 
with the naming of special commit- 
tees.

17 Bullets Hit Mark. 

Seventeen of the bullets fired by 
Cowley and Hollis before they fell 
tore into Nelson, but only one of them 
found a vital mark. Sixteen pierced 
his legs and the seventeenth ripped 
through his stomach, liver and pan- 
creas, 

The killing of Nelson leaves John 
Hamilton as the only major member 
of the John Dillinger mob at large 
and rumor has it that he. was fatally 
wounded in a foray prior to his chief's 
death and his body abandoned in an 
inactessible swamp. 

Chief A. C. Stolberg, of the Niles 
Center force, and government opera- 
tives McKee and. McCarthy, pledged 
to avenge the murder of their col- 
leagues, came upon Nelson’s riddled 
remains a 2 m. His arms were 
twisted and his ironically. cherubic 
countenance contorted, It was ap- 
parent he died in intense agony. 

A crimson splotched piece of cotton 
cloth was wrapped about the gunman’s 
middle. Authorities believed he had 
attempted to bind the gaping wound, 
and either he or the man and woman 
who were with him in the battle had 
removed Nelson’s clothing during the 
amateurish ministrations. No trace of 
his companions has been found. 

Officials were undecided whether he 
died from the abdominal wound or 
from loss of blood. 

The fact that more of. the slugs 
loosed by Cowley and Hollis in théir 
valiant last stand had not reached 
Nelson’s upper body was explained by 
the position he held behind his car 
during the sharp duel. Cowley had 
discharged 50 shells from his machine 
gun and Hollis had fired ten shotgun 
cartridges. 

Hunt Companions. 


Gratified with the bagging of John 
Dillinger’s chief gun : arer, federal, 
state. and metropolitan huntsmen 
nevertheless continued their search 
for the man and woman who fled with 
the diminutive Nelson from yester- 
day’s engagement. 

They were certain the girl was Nel- 
son's wife and believed: the man may 
have been either John Hamilton, 
Tommy Touhy or Alvin Karpis, no- 
torious gangsters charged with a wide 
range of crimes. 

Department of justice men were di- 
rected by H. H. Clegg, assistant to 
J. Edgar Hoover at Washington, who 
rushed here by’ plane and rail this 
morning. Their first clue was the find- 
ing of the sovernment car Nelson and 
his cohorts had driven from the scene 
of the gun battle. It was located on 
a Winnetka street, bullet punctured 
and flecked with blood. 

Chief Stolberg instituted a search 
in the vicinity of Niles Center. He 
stumbled upon a_ bloody bundle of 
clothing near the Niles Center boun- 
dary in the hinterlands northwest of 
Chicago. He called the government 
men. A dozen of them raced out. The 
hunt grew warm. 

Stolberg and Agenfs McKee and 
McCarthy combed a deserted section 
occupied only by abandoned real es- 
tate development projects. 

They made their gruesome find in 
a ditch. A quick examination proved 
the body was that of Nelson—named 
the slayer of Cowley and Hollis and 
the murderer of Federal Agent W. 
Carter Baum in the siege of the Little 
Bohemia lodge in isconsin last 
April 22.

Flight After Battle.

They obviously spent some time 
treating his wounds in a secluded 
cranny and then changed plates on 
the car before venturing further.

Cowley was 
in on them all. He set the trap for 
John Dillinger in Chicago last July. 
Hollis was’ posthumously given the 
distinction-of shooting him down. Cow- 
ley and Melvin Purvis, chief of the 
federal staff in Chicago, led the force 
which ran down Charles “Pretty Boy” 
Floyd in Ohio last October, and Cow- 
ley and Hollis brought down Nelson. 

Inquests for Officers. 

Large crowds attended inquests to- 

day for the slain officers. Their ex- 


emplary records were reviewed and) 


the coroners’ juries demanded that 
their slayers be tried for murder— 
unaware that Nelson already was 
dead. 

Lester Gillis—Nelson’s true name— 
began his crime career at the age of 
13, when he stole automobiles in Chi- 
cago. He served two terms in the boys’ 
reformatory at St. Charles. He was 
convicted of robbing a Spring Cove 
(Ill.) bank of $2,100 in 1926 and sen- 
tenced to serve from a year to life 
in the Joliet penitentiary. He was tak- 
en to Wheaton later to testify against 
a former associate, He suddenly turn- 
ed on his guard, slugged him to the 
ground and escaped. He subsequently 
joined John Dillinger and his motley 
mob, 

NAME OF NELSON SCRATCHED 
OFF FEDERAL CRIMINAL LIST 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2&8.—(#)— 
Chiefs of the department of justice 
today crossed a line through the name 
of their most hated public. enemy, 
George “Baby Face” Nelson, but did 
it with plainly mixed emotions. 

“Yes, we got the guy,” was the 
grim remark of J, Edgar Hoover, 
chief of the division of investigation, 
“but he killed two of our men. It 
was two lives for one.” 

Officers were tense as word was 
télephoned to them of the finding of 
the body of the man who had killed 
still another federal agent, W. Car- 
ter Baum. A grim-lipped attitude had 
been apparent throughout the depart- 
ment for hours previously when it 
appeared the killer had escaped. 

Suddenly newspapermen, who had 
waited throughout the day, were sum- 
moned to Attorney General Cum- 
mings’ office. William Stanley, as- 
sistant attorney-general, stood beside 
his chief. Cummings, a 64-year-old 
Connecticut Yankee, was visibly ex- 
cited. There was a moment of silence. 

Rody Found in Ditch. 

“We found Baby Face dead,” were 
Stanley's first words. “We found the 
body in a ditch at Niles Center, Ill. 
He was wearing only underclothes. 
(Later information was that he was 
wrapped only in a blanket.) Our men 
found his outer garments also.” 

He stopped and a fusillade of ques- 
tions followed. Between Cummings 
and Stanley information was given 
that only when the ammunition of 
Inspector Samuel P. Cowley and Her- 
man FE. Hollis had been exhausted did 
they cease firing. One was killed al- 
most instantly: the other died later, 
apparently before Nelson expired. 

“Make it clear that our men shot 
him.” said Cummings tersely. 

Newspapermen raced for telephones. 


The word that public enemy No. 1} 


had been found dead in a ditch, his 
body riddled by 17 bullets, was flashed 
throughout the country. 

A few minutes later, Hoover, se- 
rions-faced, but still the well-dressed 
modern detective despite 24 hours of 
eonstant strain, emerged from his of- 
fice which is down the hall from that 
of Cummings. 

Hoover has spoken many times of 
the high character and intelligence of 
Cowley and Hollis. Plainly he was 
affected by their death.

The man who made a sport of 
wrecking trains and to whom the 
sight of passengers writhing in their 
blood was a supreme delight, has been 
extradited by Austria to Hungary and 
recently stood trial for the railway 
catastrophe at Biataborg in Hungary. 
He admitted without batting an eye- 
lash that he was the perpetrator of 
that ghastly crime. For days prior to 
the wreck he lived in a high state of 
mental exaltation, and finally when 
the evening arrived when he placed 
the tubes of ecrasite on the railway 
track he was almost in a delirium of 
joy. 

Before the court of Budapest, Syl- 
vester Matuska told how he saw the 
midnight express from Vienna jump 
the tracks on the viaduct at Biata- 
borg and then plunge 60 meters in 
the valley’ below. “It was a dark 
night,” said Matuska, “but the flame 
of the burning coaches soon lit up 
the scene and it was possible to see 
the passengers squirming and twist- 
ing in the heap of tangled steel and 
wood and to see the flames approach 
them and finally cook them alive.”

“But Matuska,” asked the presiding 
judge, “are you crazy?” 

“No, your honor,” came the reply, 
“T acted as the emissary from : 
did these deeds because I wanted to 
ut the fear of God into the people.

I blame France 
or all the godlessness in this world. 

. At another moment he explained 
that he wrecked the train because he 
wanted to help Hitler and again that 
he had heen activated by a_desire to 
be remembered in history along with 
Napoleon and Attila. 

The curious fact is that Matuska, 
who is a prosperous businessman in 
Vienna, is also the inventor of a val- 
uable device for the prevention of train 
derailment. He served in the army as 
an officer of engineers and during the 
war was in charge of section which 
had for task blowing up railway bridges 
and public buildings in enemy coun- 
tries. He acquitted himself so well of 
this task that he was decorated. But 
he seems to have acquired a taste for 
distinction during the war-years, 
which subsequently unhinged his mind. 
For to me such a person is mentally 
affected, although a committee of men- 
tal experts judged him quite responsi- 
ble for his actions. His prattle about 
Napoleon and Hitler and combating 
atheism is mere pretense the experts 
felt. Matuska simulated mystic illu- 
sion to escape hanging. |

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Nov. 28.— 
This is my vote for more humor in 
dramatic characterizations and more 
pathos in comedy. 

These personal viewpoints are not 
to be mistaken for a criticism of the 
profession. In that case I should like 
to belay myself, too. I merely wish 
to set down here some home-made 
notes on a theory and my favorite 
topic—the actor’s technique. 

Some performers work from and 
toward the emotions. Others, of which 
I may be said to be\one, work from 
and toward the intellect. This latter 
group keeps a tight cerebral check 
“on the electric current of emotion, 
which is, in spite of this, what colors 
their work. 

Perfection, the dream of all ac- 
tors, and one almost impossible of 
realization, is that even blend of in- 
tellect and emotion. Personally, I 
feel that my work is too intellectual, 
but I am afraid to trust the emo- 
tions. 

I have a moderate degree of confi- 
dence in the workings of my mind— 
not so much in the steady depend- 
ability of the emotions. 

If I could trust myself to hold 
fast rein on the emotions, there 
should be more humor in the pathos 
of my characters, and vice versa. But 
I fear constantly that to inject more 
wit here and there would also demand 
more emotion in order to strike that 
balance of values. And for one to let 
his emotions go free invites the dan- 
ger of becoming maudlin. 

It has been my good fortune so far, 
both on the stage and screen, to por- 
tray characters who have wit and 
tragedy in their philosophy. 

It was thoroughly enjoyable to 
play the. role of Nero in “Sign of 
the Cross.” The notorious emperor 
was’ really a most amusing fellow, 
you know. His love of jewels and re- 
splendent garb and all his pretty 
foibles and egotism were very silly 
and comical. If you actually saw 
Nero in real life, you’d want to laugh. 

The only thing that made him a 
» Sinister figure in history was the 
power he possessed. Anyone who can 
have a man thrown to the lions be- 
cause the fellow displeased him is 
bound to be a’ sinister person. 


However, I played Nero humorous- 
ly because I always believe in treat- 
ing drama a trifle lightly and comedy 
quite seriously. The contrast adds to 


the effect. I ‘do trust that I shall sue- 

ceed again in the turn-about a- 

tion of Ruggles in “Ruggles of Red 
a %>

_In “Henry the Eighth” I made the 
sinister monarch a buffoon at times. 
And why not? The man had humor 
that was as rich as his tragedy, That 
one line, “The things I’ve done for 
England,” uttered just before the man 
entered the new queen’s chamber. It 
made people laugh because there’ was 
humor within its pathos of Henry's 
sacrifice, ~ 

By the same technique, there should 
be considerable pathos in the Ruggles 
of Red Gap—a man schooled to his 
inferiority as an English valet, a 
slave to tradition and convention, who 
later is allowed the privilege of be- 
ing the social equal of his American 
master. 

If his humorous frustration doesn't 
become quite sad at times, I shail 
have failed in my proposed characteri- 
zation. 

Regardless of how far this blending 
of mind and emotions goes in my 
treatment of Ruggles, there can be 
no danger, of the picture losing its 
identity as a comedy, 


It fascinates me to toy with such 
a character, who is ostensibly a ‘type 
and yet curiously like the rest of us 
under the surface—a butler who gets 
slapped on the back by his hail-fellow 
master and wants to slap right back 
on invitation, but can’t get himself 
to do it. Besides, he is a butler with 
keen desire for a love-life, and what's 
more, gets it. : 

There is opportunity here for -as 
much comedy of frustration as there 
is for the pathos of a humorous in- 
feriority. 

I hope I shall always retain this 
perspective. The best way to do this 
is not to let Hollywood get too much 
into the blood. 

It has been my ambition to do the 
plays of Moliere and Chekov and 
Shakespeare. When my finances reach 
the point where I can afford it, I 
shall stage these plays in London and 
possibly New York, if they'll have 
them. 

_ Most of my time, however, I should 
like to spend in Hollywood, since this 
is the largest center of my profession. 
And I like to act. Indeed, that is all 
I can do—outside of keeping books. 
All the more reason why I want to 
do an occasional stage play. A change 
of any sort aids one’s workmanship.

LEGISLATORS FAVOR 
STATE POLICE PATROL 


Solons Express Opinions of 
Bills Suggested to 
Assembly. 


By the Associated Press. 

Creation of a state police force to 
diminish the ever-growing toll of high- 
way accidents in Georgia, and to aid 
existing agencies in suppressing crime 
was advocated today by a number of 
members of the state legislature which 
meets next January. 

Various plans for organization and 
work of the force were suggested. 
Some suggested a state police force, 
similar to the Texas Rangers, to aid 
in general law enforcement work. 
Others proposed the creation of a high- 
way patrol to diminish the dangers 
of travel on the highways. 


State Police Favored. 


One legislator, E. G. Weathers, of 
Millen, representative from Jenkins 
county, suggested the creation of a 
state police force whose duties would 
be prescribed by the governor, and 
whose support would come from fines 
and bond forfeitures on cases they 
handle, and from “any funds arising 
from taxes or excises of any kind laid 
upon the manufacture, sale and use 
of malt or alcoholic beverages of any 
kind whatsoever.” 
| John C. Beasley, of Glennville, sen- 
'ator from the second district, propos- 
ed a “police patrol with full power 


® to enforce the law. and perform the 


duties of any officer of the law.” 
Beasley, a veteran legislator, proposed 
that the next legislature fix a motor 
vehicle license fee slightly higher than 
$3 for trucks and buses to support 
the police patrol and help pay up the 
state appropriations deficit.

“The course that has been adopted,” 
Wallace said, “affords the greatest 
possibilities from the standpoint of the 
producer’s interest. It should result 
in a continued ample supply of Amer- 
ican cotton that can be purchased by 
foreign and domestic consumers at 
prices which, judged by past stand- 
ards, are not unreasonable.” 

Stand on Bankhead Act. 

Secretary Wallace reiterated that he 
was “impartial” so far as the Bank- 
head act was concerned. A vote of 
southern cotton growers, seheduled 
for mid-December, is to determine 
whether the compulsory control meas- 
ure will be continued. 

More and more, however, sentiment 
among AAA officials has grown for 
continuance of the act. 

A statement accompanying the an- 
nouncement of the cotton plan today 
said “without the Bankhead cotton 
control act in effect for 1935, total 
production would be greater and prob- 
ably would result in a crop of slight- 
ly above 13,000,000 bales.” 

Some cotton facts and estimates as 
announced by the AAA include: 

Probable total payments to farmers 
next year of $94,230,000; probable 
total ucres planted next year 34,000,- 
000. as compared to 28,000,000 in 
1934; a forecast that 33,500,000 acres 
would be harvested and that the re- 
sult—allowing for yields slightly high- 
er than average—would be a crop 
somewhat above 12,000,000 bales. 

Of the 5 per cent additional cut, 
the department statement said that re- 
duction “is justified to permit more 
latitude in the arrangement of farm 
plans of individual producers.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—(4)— 
Robert Ramspeck, representative from 
the fifth Georgia district, appears cer- 
tain of a strong bargaining position 
among his colleagues on capitol hill 
when congress convens January 3. 

The Georgian, coming from the met- 
ropolitan Atlanta-Decatur area, prob- 
ably will have the choice between 
chairmanships of the civil service and 
claims committees, due to develop- 
ments of primaries preceding the gen- 
eral election. : 

Ramspeck ranked on both commit- 
tees and the elimination of Represen- 
tatives Jeffers, of Alabama, civil serv- 
ice chairman, and Black, of New York, 
head of claims, placed him in a posi- 
tion to choose which chair he will 
occupy. No member can be chairman 
of two standing committees. 

Senator George, head of the senate 
elections committee, and Carl Vinson, 
naval affairs chairman, probably will 
be the other Georgians to head com- 
mittees in the 74th congress. Repre- 
sentative Parker, of the first district, 
chairman of the house elections com- 
mittee No. 1, was defeated. 

Georgia senators and representatives 
have unusually strong committee as- 
signments. Virtually all stepped up in 
rank, as length of service usually de- 
cides committee choices, but Ramspeck 
apparently was the only member from 
the state to gain a center chair.

They will drive through packed 
streets to the cheers of the thou- 
sands who have paid good’ pounds 
sterling for seats or taken potluck 
on the chance of finding peepholes 
here and there. 

The main ceremony will be that of 
the Church of England at the historic 
abbey, where the venerable archbish- 
ops of Canterbury and York will per- 
form the ordinary office of the solem- 
nization of matrimony as set out in 
the Book of Common Prayer of the 
church. 

The second ceremony, the Greek Or- 
thodox, just as colorful and symboli- 
eal, will be performed in the private 
chapel of Buckingham palace before 
an audience numbering less than 100, 
in contrast to the 1,500 or more who 
will attend the abbey service.

TVA INJUNGTION MOVE 
{8 UPHELD BY COURT 


Motions To Dismiss Action 
To Bar Power Property 
Sale Overruled. . 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 28.— 
(P)—Motions to dismiss a petition, for 
an injunction brought by 14 preferred 
stockholders of the Alabama Power 
Company to halt the sale of part of 
its property to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority today were overruled by 
Judge W. I. Grubb in United States 
district court, in a nine-page decision 
paving the way for hearing the suit, 
which attacks the constitutionality of 
the act, on its merits. 

News of the decision, construed 
in some quarters as holding the TVA 
“vardstick” program of electric dis- 
tribution violated the act of congress 
creating the Tennessee Valley Anu- 
thority, if not the constitution, was 
followed by rises in utility shares on 
the stock exchange in New York, 

The announcement of the decision 
was followed by the filing of an 
amendment to the original petition 
in which the petitioners criticized a 
speech made by President Roosevelt 
here on November 18, and the pfo- 
gram of publicity used by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

The suit seeks to enjoin the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, the Alabama 
Power Company, the Electric Home 
and Farm Authotity and 14 munici- 
palities from carrying out sales con- 
tracts which the Alabama public serv- 
ns commission approved last Satur- 

ay. 

The motion to dismuss the original 
petition were entered on behalf of 
the defendants in the suit after Judge 
Grubb three weeks ago denied a peti- 
tion for a temporary injunction and 
set the case for hearing on its merits 
on December 5. The decision today, 
however, gives the defendants 20 days 
to file an answer to the bill of com- 
plaint, during which time a hearing 
will not be held. 

Judge Grubb, in his decision, cited 
the numerous powers conferred on 
the Tennessee Valley Authority in 
the act of congress, approved May 1, 
1933, creating it, and cited Section 4, 
conferring authority to produce, dis- 
tribute and sell electric power, 

Section 10 of the act, specifying 
how the electric power may be sold 
and to whom it could be sold, was 


cited by Judge Grubb, who described . 


the government as one of “enumer- 
ated powers,” adding “no power is 
conferred on it to engage in any prfi- 
vate business, unless incidental to 
some power specifically granted.” 

The decision then held “power to 
produce, distribute and sell electric 
power or any other commodity gener- 
ally, is not in terms granted, and 
must be connected with a nted 
power to exist.” 

Judge Grubb held in this case it 
was sought to connect,-with the power 
to improve navigable ‘rivers, the pow- 
er to provide *national defense or the 
power to make needful 
concerning government-owned prop- 
erty. 

ROOSEVELT IS SILENT 
ON CONSTITUTIONALITY FIGHT 

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov, 28.—

BONUS FOR NEEDY 
OFFERED BYFOR 


Compromise Proposed To 
Avoid New Tax Meas- 
ures. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(4)— 
Administration forces dangled pay- 
ment-to-the-needy bonus compromise 
today before full payment advocates 
—a program believed by many legis- 
lators to make new taxes virtually 
inevitable. 

Chairman Harrison, demoerat, Mis- 
sissippi, of the senate finance com- 
mittee, fresh from a conference with 
President Roosevelt at Warm Springs, 
made known the proposal to stop the 
full bonus rush. He left little doubt 
that it would receive: Mr. Roose- 
velt’s approval. . 

“If proponents of the bonus would 
agree,” he said, “that those ex- 
service men who are in need should 
be given immediate payment of their 
service certificate. I haven't the slight- 
est doubt we could get together and 
pass the legislation.” 

One angle of the proposal attracted 
immediate attention, The president, 
in apparently tentatively approving 
the plan, sees a chance of cutting the 
relief rolls by something approaching 
the amount paid the veterans. 

Harrison made clear that veterans 
on relief rolls would be taken off if 
paid their bonus, or at least would 
have their relief cut proportionately. 
Thus the administration would get 
the troublesome bonus question out of 
the way. and, in a sense, pay for 
it out of money now going into the 
relief rolls. 

The putting forward of a compro- 
mise served to make it increasingly 
clear here that the administration 
considered the full payment advocates 
had gained such strength that some 
early move was necessary to turn the 
rush aside,. Whether today’s proposal 
will suffice depends upon. still unde- 
termined factors. 

Full payment would cost more than 
$2,000,000,000. How much the com- 
promise would cost would depend on 
how many veterans came forward as 
“needy.” 

While Harrison would not go be- 
yond saying that the compromise 
would lessen the likelihood of new 
taxes, there was a strong belief in 
other quarters that such a plan would 
necessitate new taxation, since it 
would come under the ordinary in- 
stead of emergency budget and money 
for the former must be raised imme- 
diately.

GENEVA, Nov. 28.—(UP)—Ten- 
sion between Yugoslavia and Hungary 
increased tonight when the Hungarian 
delegate to the League of Nations, 
Tibor Eckhardt, flatly denied charges 
in a Yugoslavian memorandum to the 
League, openly declaring Hungary 
guilty of complicity in the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander at Marseille 
on October 9. : 

Eckhardt practically called the 
Yugoslavian govérnment a liar when 
he bluntly declared: 

“The assassin of King Alexander 
and Louis Barthou, French foreign 
minister, was entirely unknown in 
Hungary—these charges are untrue. 
He never lived there. 

“The Bulgarian government has 
withdrawn information according to 
which the assassin quit Bulgaria for 
Hungary.” 

The Hungarian declaration came 
shortly after Yugoslavia today pub- 
lished a 78-page memorandum contain- 
ing alleged documentary evidence de- 
signed to show that Hungary was re- 
sponsible for harboring terrorista be- 
lieved guilty of killing Alexander,

SYNTHETIC COTTON 
15 IMPORTED BY U. 5. 


ROME, Nov. 28.—(#)—The United 
States, the world’s largest exporters 
of cotton, imported 7,000,000 pounds 
of cotton from Italy during the last 
12 months, statistics made public to- 
day disclosed. 

The Italian cotton, however, was 
synthetic, made from wood pulp. 

The reason for the reversal in the 
flow of cotton to the great cotton pro- 
ducing country was due to the fact 
that artificial cotton, mixed with raw, 
natural cotton, gives a special gloss to 
manufactured goods. 

During the same period, Italy ex- 
ported 11,000,000 pounds of the arti- 
ficial cotton to Germany. 

The statistics show an amazing in- 
crease in the production of synthetic 
cotton, manufacture of which began 
only a year ago. In the 12 months 
pemtod Italy manufactured 25,000,000 
kilos (about 55,000,000 pounds). Form- 
erly, imports from the United States 
were about 600,000 bales or 300,000,- 
000 pounds annually. 

The price of the artificial cotton was 
recently reduced to 5 lire, 70 centesimi 
per kilo (approximately 22.07 per 
pound.) 

This is only slightly above the price 
paid for raw American cotton here 
by the time transportation, handling 
and commission charges have been add- 
ed to the purchase price. 

Pressure is being brought-to bear by 
the textile federation on cotton man- 
ufacturers to use a certain percentage 
of artificial cotton in all cotton fab- 
rics. 


HESTER NOT WORRIED 
OVER IMPORTATION 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 28.—(>)— 
Colonel H. G. Hester, secretary emeri- 
tus of the New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change, said today that American im- 
portation of 7,000,000 pounds (about 
14,000 bales) of synthetic Italian cot- 
ton was “only a drop in the bucket” 
compared with the consumption of 
American cotton. 

He said that last year the United 
States imported nearly 100,000 bales 
of certain grades of Egyptian cotton, 
30,000 bales of Indian cotton and 12.- 
000 bales of Chinese cotton for mixing 
with American cotton to furnish the 
gloss of other qualities in mill manu- 
facture of certain kinds of cotton 
goods. 

The Italian export of 15,000,000 
pounds to Germany amounts to about 
20,000 bales which he said, likely was 
used for similar purposes. 

The importation of this foreign cot- 
ton is nothing out of the ordinary, Sec- 
retary Hester said.
